“The stockholders of thiscompany 
are not in business for glory. When they 
found they were losing money the directors 
ordered an advance in the price.“ 

It the company lost money, how could it 
declare an extra dividend?’ was asked. 

“T don't know that any extra dividend has 
been declared, answered he, “The divi- 
dende declared are probable on the entire 
business of the company. etal) distrib 
tion of milk is only a small branch of this 
business, The main branch of this company 
is the condensed and malted milk business. 


Does Not Affect Dividends. 

“The advance was made necessary by 
reason of the 80 per cent increase in the 
cost of production. This loss has been borne 
by the company until it was no longer pos- 
sible and remain in business.” 

“But there appears to have been no 30 
per cent reduction in the dividends declared 
by the company,” was suggested. The div- 
dende declared this yeaf are as great as 
they were last year and the year before.”

Hard Struggle All Day.

succession of gales carried away the life 
boate and when the big boat ran into the 
storm the crew was exhausted and without 
means to reach shore when it was seen the 
craft was in peril. 

Capt. Dow. knowing the dangers of Broad 
sound. put out his anchors and tried to ride 
out the storm, but soon realised he could 
not do 80. 

Later, in answer to his signals of distress, 
the life savers put out two lifeboats and 
found the Lawson anchored in a dangerous 
position off Gunner’s rock. 


Life Savers Are Turned Back. 


The seas were running high and the gale 
was increasing and the life savers found their 
efforts at rescue.were useless. One of the 
boats returned for a tug arid the other was 
compelled to put back to shore because of 
the exhausted condition of the men.

Scene of Squalor Presented. 

Dr. Wilfam J. Enright is the inepector 
whose district extends from the river on the 
north and west to Thirty-first street on the 
south and the lake on the east. He devoted 
several hours during the afternoon to an in- 
spéttion of some of the tenement and lodging 
houses that line La Salle and Sherman 
streets and Plymouth court south of Harri- 
son street. 

They are peopled by an alles rece that live 
in strange un-American ways and raise large 
families of puny children. 

“This is a place I have viaited before, but 
I did not know the cellar was occupied,” said 
the inspector as he paused before the dilap- 
idated building. ‘“‘We make a distinction 
between a cellar and a basement. A cellar 
ig one-third under ground.” 

A woman Fray and bent with age limped 


} up the rickety stairway from the regions 


underneath the street level. 

I don't live here: Im just visiting.“ she 
said in excellent Dhglish. It sounded oddly 
in the neighborhood. “I'll go down with 
you.” 

The muddy. wooden stairs, worn through in 
places, creaked as the inspector descended. 
They were steep and narrow. Savage bark- 
ing of dogs greeted him as he knocked loudly 
on the door. 


Dogs 8 Part of Bed. 


“Come in,” a feeble voice responded. The 
inspector stumbled on the rotting floor, which 
had large holes, spongy to the tread, as he 
entered just behind the woman, who shouted 
loudly to the dogs. There were five of them 
—fox terriers. Three were on the bed with 
the sick woman, one of them chained to one 
of the posts. Another occupied a crazy rock- 
ing chair, and the most active tried to snap 
the inspector’s heels. 

Half covered with ragged bed clothing, an 
emaciated woman sat half upright in bed 
as the visitors entered. Her slender frame 
was shaken as she coughed after her attempt 
to quiet the barking terriers. The inspector 
could not stand upright. The ceiling was 
scarcely five feet high. 

The apartment was just large enough for 
the bed, a cook stove, a d er, which stood 
in one corner, and a table Which filled an 
alcove. The only ventilation’ came from 
two windows below the street level. 
These never are opened in the winter sea- 
‘gon. In the summer the germ laden dust 
from the street blows through the windows. 
bre is no ventilation from the rear. Pure 

never enters, nor sunshine—nothing save 
a dim light even in midday. 


* ‘Basement Must Be Vacated. 


The eyes of the woman on the bed were un- 
naturally bright.

He found another sick woman lying down 
* a three room flat. She was too ill to talk.

This girl never 
had lived in such low conditions, she said. 
She told the tenants what the inspector said 
about opening windows. 

„ cannot breathe unless I have air in my 
room even during cold weather,” she said.

The 
woman on the bed never stirred. 

“She has been that way two or three 
days.“ said this ex-school girl “TI thinks it 
ie nothing. A headache.”

The goats roam through the alleys and lower 
corridors of the buildings, patient, sad eyed 
animals, useful as scavengers. Perhaps their 
healthful milk keeps down the death rate 
among the children. But eleven goats could 
not furnish milk for all those babies. 

In the lower flats the light all must be 
artificial even in midday. Each small flat 
had its kerosene oll lamp. ich smoky chim- 
ney and lusterless refiector. In some rooms 
the only light comes from a 5x5 foot shaft, 
resembling a well. The department of health 
by frequent inspections tries to keep this 
shaft in a whitewashed state and free from 
washtubs, stepladders, and the variety of 
objects that accumulate in all tenement 
houses where room is valuable. 


Beds Fill Entire Room. 


In one small room the inspector found two 
beds taking up all the available space. Over 
one bed was slung a small hammock resem- 
bling those in sleeping car berths used as 
receptables for clothing. In it a baby, with 
an unhealthy pallor, was sleeping. The 
father and mother sleep in one bed. Two 
children sleep in the ofher. There is a win- 
dow in the room, but an examination showed 
that it never is opened. It communicates 
with the hall outside. Adjoining this sleep- 
ing room was a kitchen 12x12 feet. 

Conditions are fair in this building,” said 
Dr. Enright. ‘' The tenants exceed the 400 
or 500 feet of cubic space allowable for each 
person, but it is almost impossible to enforce 
that rule rigidly. In many places the over- 
crowding is much worse.” 

He notified a saloonkeeper who had stored 
barrels in the lower corridor that they must 
be removed. He told the janitor that the 
rubbish, banana stalks, old cans, and boxes 
must be taken from the corridor and the hall 
ewept. He also directed the removal of piles 
of old sidewalk boards and paving blocks, 
stored in the hallway for firewood. 


Nine Live in Three Small Rooms. 


A hod carrier who said he hadn’t done any 
work for two months was bringing a can 6f 
beer into a rear flat on the first floor of a 
narrow four story brick bullding at 182 Sher- 
man street.. In three small rooms the hod 
carrier, who is a boarder; a man. and his 
wife, and six childgen live. One sleeping 
room ig 8x10 feet. The children all sleep 
there. The inspector tried to make them 
understand about the necessity for ventila- 
tion. In the attic of this tenement. which 
consists of five rooms, there are twelve beds. 
Each is occupied by two or three persons. 
It would be impossible to place any more 
beds there. Several months ago the in- 
spector found a family of chickens in the rear 
apartment of the dwelling, but there were no 
chickens there yesterday. 


Sheets Washed Every Two Weeks. 


The inspector gave orders for calcimining 
the corridors of this tenement. Then he went 
over to a building gt 95 Polk street, owned 
by George Adams of the board of trade. 
This is leaged to George Gotto. The base- 
ment is a | ng house. It has a concrete 
floor and there are three compartments, each 
containing four beds. The inspector didn’t 
Uke the looks of the sheets. He asked how 
often they were washed. 

“Every two weeks,“ answered the pro- 
prietor enthusiastically. 

™ They should be changed at least every 
week,” said the inspector, observing at the 
same time that they didn’t look as if they'd 
been changed once a month. 

The inspector visited some of the upper 
flats in this building. A rear one of the sec- 
ond floor, occupied by German Jews, was so 
clean it was refreshing to gee it. Likewise 
one on the floor above, where a Sytan fam- 
ily live. But the rest of the buflding was so 
unclean that the inspector talked sharply to 
Big. Gotto. 

„ These stairways should be swept,“ he 
said. ‘All these flats should be cleaned. 
This filthy old carpet should 
and the floor scrubbed, scrub 
water—plenty of it~you understand?’ 

Three or four men were observed sweeping 
energetically as the inspector looked into 
flats in passing. The dust they raised and 
the appearance of the unswept portions of 
the floors indicated the brooms had nat been 
used for months. 

Tou tell me a day before vou come again.

A five story brick building at 269-271 South 
Canal street was partly destroyed by fire at 
11 o' clock last night. It was occupied by the 
Findley Wall Paper company, the Western 
Insulation company. and the George K. 
Paige company. The latter two firms occu- 
pied the basement and stores on the first 
floor. The remaining four stories were used 
by the Findley company to store $50,000 
worth of wall paper, which was a total loss. 

The alarm was turned in by a policeman, 
who smelled the smoke, but could not locate 
the fire. Engine company No. 5 was the first 
on the scene. Capt. Frank Campion, Lieut. 
Hussey, and nine men climbed the firé es- 
cape and entered the second story. While 
searching for the fire they were suddenly cut 
off by the flames, which had been smolder- 
ing in the basement. 


Men Overcome by Smoke. 

Several of the men were partly overcome 
by smoke and it was only with the greatest 
difficulty that they escaped. 

When Chief Horan arrived he ordered the 
company back to their engine house and 
those most seriously affected to the hospital, 
but for once the men disobeyed and insisted 
on staying at the fire even though they were 
not allowed to take part in the fight. The 
men are James Connors, August Herzog, 
Dan O’Hearn, Henry Lano, William McGilli- 
fot, Michael Wallace, Henry Birkland, 
James Lyon, and Richard Horst.

It became known yesterday that Trustee 
Refus A. White is planning to present 6 
resolution to this effect at the next meeting 
of the board. He will ask that a committee 
of the trustees appointed to examine the 
curriculum now in use and to formulate such 
changes as it may find to be “ advisabie.” 

The phraseology of the resolution, how- 
ever, will only vell thinly a demand that 
more time be devoted in the schools to in- 
struction in reading, spelling, writing, and 
arithmetic, and less to the constructional 
work, which, Dr. White beHeves, is crowd. 
ing the fundamentals to the walk \ 

Whether or not the board of education will 
take kindly to the suggestions remains to 
be seen. In the school management com- 
mittee, where the subject has been dis- 
cussed at some length, Unes of controversy’ 
have been pretty clearly drawn, Trustees 
Cameron and Guerin being particularly em- 
phatic in their declarationa that Chicago 
school children cannot spell and figure,”’ 
while other trustees have opposed the idea 
of an investigation. 

Opinions of Trustees Differ. 

President Schneider admitted recently that 
he believed Dr. White was right. 

In speaking of a spelling test proposed re- 
cently by Dr. White, Mrs. Emmons Blaine 
said: 

“Tf we can find out in some way exactly 
what our pupils know about reading, writing, 
and the like, it will be a good thing, I have 
no doubt, but as a matter of educational 
policy, I doubt if the Chicago school board 
should announce to the world that it ieetart- 
ing in on a campaign of reaction. I don’t 
fee] that Dr. White has just the right way of 
going at it.“ 

Both Dr. White and Dr. Guerin have made 
preliminary tests on their own account, 
which, they declare, indicate clearly that the 
instruction in spelling and arithmetic re- 
ceived by Chicago school children is pitifully 
inadequate. Asa result of his own tests, Dr. 
White laid his resolution before the school 
management committee in executive session, 
but he was advised to present it to the board 


directly.

Y. M. C. A. auditorium. In the morning Prof. 
Edwin Earle Sparks of the University of 
Chicago, president-elect of the Pennsylvania 
State college, delivered an address on Rob- 
ert Morris, the Unknown Patriot of the 
American Revolution.” In the afternoon 
Charles W. Farr, assistant county superin- 
tendent of schools, discussed instruction in 
reading.

The police- 
men were not looking for the youths and 
wouldn’t have suspected them if Burton had 
not started to run. Then both quickly were 
captured. 

Burton: and Nicholson confessed breaking 
into five residences since they started out 
Wednesday evening. Their plunder consist- 
ed chiefly of watches and razors. 

The boys told the polite they had given part 
of their stealings to women at the house of 
Ida Peakina, 17 North Peorla street. Five 
women were arrested there and held without 
bail. They seid they had never seen the 
boys before. 

Burton's home is at 1645 North avenue. 
Nicholson lives at 847 North Mozart street. 
Neither ever had been in any trouble before.

ERIE-HURON PASS PERIL. 


‘Ynderwriters Loud in Asking 
Government Supervision of 
Tortuous Chan nel. 


During; the season of navigation on the 
lakes just closed, thirty-eight vessels, with 
a total t of 27,010, were lost. With 
the ex of one steamer all of the boats 
8 out of existence 1 

o aggregate loss in value was 61.

that all premiums would be wiped out, with 
no margin to meet the losses expected during 
the fall storms. With many companies, it 
is said, this did occur, and it was only the 
fact that the fall passed without any great 
storms that the underwriters have not faced 
the most disastrous season since marine 
insurance began on the lakes. ; 
Safety in Federal Supervision. 

The cry is long and loud among underwrit- 
ers for complete supervision by the govern- 
ment of navigation between Lake Erie and 
Lake Huro It is pointed out that since the 
5 assumed supervision of the 
passage between Lake Huron and Lake Su- 
per lor there has not been a single collision. 

Next to collisions, the greatest losses of 
the season were due to fife. As a rule the 
marine companies did not suffer so heavily 
from this-cauge as from collisions, as miost 
of the fire risks were carried by fire com- 
panies. Old time boats developed a particu- 
lar tendency to burn and the total losses by 
+ je exceeded those of any previous season. 
I int of property loss, the burning of the 
passenger steamer City of Cleveland at De- 
troit early in the spring was the most disas- 
trous of any in lake history. 

There were 447 casualties of all kinds re- 
ported in the Marine Insurance Bulletin dur- 
ing the season. Last year the number of 
casualties reported was 534, and in 1905 the 
number was,;740. The Detroit and St. Clair 
rivers lead (ith 120 accidents. Lake Erie 
came next with 89; Lake Michigan, 73; Lake 
Superior, 56; Lake Huron, 36; St. Mary's 
river, 34; and Lake Ontario, 30 

Divided by causes the accidents were: 
Aground in harbors and channels, 113; 
stranded, 88; disabled and leaking, 101; col- 
lisions, 98; foundered, 19; fire, 28. 


Loss of Cypress Season’s Mystery. 

The mystery of the year was the loss of 
the steamer Cypress, which foundered in 
Lake Superior in the fall. This boat was but 
a fortnight out of the shipyard and was sup- 
posed to be thoroughly stanch and .sea- 
worthy. Without warning the ship turned 
on its side and went to the bottom. There 
was but a single survivor. It is now gen- 
erally believed by marine men that the moist 
iron ore with which the Cypress was loaded 
formed in pyramids while it was being load- 
ed. When the boat was struck by a heavy 
sea it is believed that these pyramids top- 
pled over, weighting the ship over on its 
beam’s end. 

It is unlikely that there will be any marked 
change in marine insurance rates next sea- 
son. With the coming of the immense fleet 
of big steel carriers marine insurance has 
reached such a volume on the lakes that all

CORONER WARS ON ACCIDENT 


Asks Appropriation for Spread- 
ing Warnings to the Public. 


CARE FOR VICTIMS’ FAMILIES

Evils from Destitution Sald to Exceed 
Those from Aetual Death. 


An appropriation from the céunty board 
was requested by Coroner Hoffman yesterday 
for the purpose of. having printed and dis- 
tributed at least 10,000 copies of the annual 
report of the coroner's office recently issued. 

Mr. Hoffman is planning to send copies of 
the report, which contains numerous warn- 
ings and suggestions on how to prevent acci- 
dents, to railroad engineers, firemen, street 
car conductors, and motormen, freight brake- 
men, elevator conductors, and others engaged 
in hazardous occupations in Cook county. 

He estimated that the amount required for 
printing and distribution would not be much 
more than $100. 

Victims’ Families Destitute. 

One of the matters that Coroner Hoffman 
deals with at great length in the report is 
the question of caring for widows and or- 
phans of persons permanently disabled or 
killed by accident in the performance of their 
regular labor. On this subject the report 
says: 

This office has observed that in death by 
accidents a large percentage of the heirs at 
law and next of kin are left in a destitute 
condition. Men killed in shops, factories, 
elevators, and by cars generally come from 
the class of young and industrious men who 
are making their way in lite.“ 


Figures for the Legislature. 

The coroner said that during the next six 
months he will gather figures to show the 
status of the families in Cook county that 
have lost their heads by accidental death. 
Recommendations based on these statistics 
will be made to the legislature. 

I hope that when these figures are tabu- 
lated they will form an intelligent basis for 
legislation for the protection of widows and 
orphans in the class mentioned in my report,”’ 
said Mr. Hoffman. There is now a state 
law requiring employers of labor to report 


‘every accident, whether fatal or otherwise, 


to the state bureau of labor statistics. In 
my next semi-annual report I shall compare 
my accident figures with those gathered by 
the bureau as provided by law.”’

Reorganizers Win Trust Com- 
pany’s Approval of New Plan.

TOMORROW MAY SEE @RISIS. 


Assent of All Expected When. Control 
of Lines Is Transferred. 


Traction attorneys aré encouraged to be- 
lieve the reorganization troubles of the Union 
Traction company are over, and that there 
will be no dissent to the order which Judge 
Grosscup is to enter tomorrow morning in 
transferring the control to the Chicago Rail- 
ways Company, and thus making possible the 
acceptance of the extension ordinance, 

The Guaranty Trust company of New’York, 
through its attorney, Gilbert E. Porter, has 
announced its willingness to agree to a new 
plan of settlement which has been pro- 
posed, and Attorney W. W. Gurley and oth- 
ers interested in securing unanimous consent 
to the reorganization plans are hopeful that 
the scheme to which the guarantee company 
agrees will be accepted by the other inter- 


ests. 


Days of Stress Will Be Over. 


If the hopes of the attorneys be substan- 
tiated, the Chicago traction difficulties will 
have come to än end and the Chicago Rail- 
ways Company will be in position to accept 
its ordinance and proceed with the rehabill- 
tation of the north and west side lines. 

The Guaranty Trust company had present- 
ed the only formidable obstacle to the re- 
organization plans and it had become abso- 
lutely necessary to satisfy this company, 
which holds receiver's certificates and other 
obligations of the Union Traction company, 
which it insisted should become a first lien 
on the property. 

Attorneys for the other interests were fair- 
ly confident an appeal from Judge Grosscup's 
decision to the United States Court of Ap- 
peals this time would result in an upholding 
of the decree of the lower court, but the re- 
sults of another reversal of Judge Grosscup 
were too serious to warrant them in taking 
any chances. 


All Depends Upon the Others. 


Neither Mr. Porter nor Mr. Gurley would 
disclose the terme of the proposal to which 
the Guaranty Trust company had agreed. 
Mr. Gurley said it now was a case of getting 
the other interests to accept the proposition, 
and he had hopes they would. 

It has been supposed the easiest way of 
eatisfying the trust. company would be by 
permitting it to obtain an order of court de- 
claring it a preferred creditor. In the reor- 
ganization scheme it was given bonds of 
series B and insisted it should be given a 
higher rating. This. was impossible, how- 
ever, without revising the entire scheme. 
If there had been a willingness to undertake 
such a revision, there was no time for it, it 
being recognized as impossible to devise an- 
other scheme in time for the acceptance of 
the ordinance by Feb. 1.

‘The story told by Barnes to the 
grievance committee the Bar aseociation 
was to the effact that Case, ag attorney for 
Mrs. Elisa Ellen Epeke, filed a bill for = 
voree in the Superior court, charging 
husband, Henry J. Bpcke, with cruel and 
human treatment. Epeke denied 
charges and in turn accused his wife of im- 
proper conduct. Judge Barnes heard the 
testimony of the two and several witnesses 
on Nov. 23, 1907; and Giemiswed the bill for 
want of equity. He ordered that a decree 
®enying either side a divorce be filed. It is 
charged that two days later Case filled a 
similar bill before Judge Stough, a country 
judge sitting as chancellor im the Circuit 
court, and that on Nov. 29, after the same 
witnesses had been heard Judge Stough 
granted the woman a divorce. 

Judge Barnes at once called the attention 
of Judge Stough to the situation, and the 
latter set aside the decree he had given. 
Both judges went before the Bar association 
committee as witnesses, and State’s Attorney 
Healy was then acquainted with the facts,

MANCHURIAN CRISIS IMMINENT. 


Japan Continues Aggression Aiming 
to Oust China from Control of Tel- 
egraph Lines with Russia. 


PEKING, Dec. 14.+Japan’s policy in China 
is threatening to bring about a new crisis ‘n 
Manchuria, and as a result of the cou 
taken, by the Tokio government there is dan- 
ger of Russia canceling the Russo-Chinese 
telegraph convention signed last October. 

The failure of China to conclude a corre- 
sponding agreement with Japan will annul 
the agreement made by China with Russia 
and may result in a Russo-Japanese conven- 
tion, under rad terms of which China will be 
excluded from\Manchurian telegraph traffic 
in the same way that the Russo-Japartese 
postal agre@ment resulted in the possession 
of the Manchurian postal service by these 
two powers. Japan today has ten telegraph 
stations in Manchuria in violation of the 
treaty, and has commitfed other acts of ag- 
gression. 

Japan has not even taken China's argu- 
ments, based upon claims of sovereignty, 
under consideration and has not replied to 
the communications of Chinese govern- 
ment. 

China's plight in 113 is aggravated 
by the commercial disturbances due to the 
lack of Chinese currency. The Peking gov- 
ernment is being * gy by Japan to relieve 
the financial situ n by means of loans to 
native banks.

Emmanuel in St. Petersburg ud. At that 
time, however, the socialists were assuming 
an exceedingly aggressive attit in Italy, 
and the government seemed powerless to con- 
trol them. Enrico Ferri, the leader of the 
party, published a chalienge in the columns 
of the Avanti, the organ of his party, to the 
Russlan emperor. 

Meanwhile everything had been made 
ready for the arrival of his Russian majesty, 
the program fixed, receptions planned at the 
royal palace, and other functions projected. 
But the work of the socialist agitators began 
to frighten the Russian embassy so that 
Russian police headed by high officials from 
St. Petersburg were sent to Rome to inves- 
tigate under the direction of Ambassador 
Nelidoff. 


Nelidoff Consulte with King. 
Then. the ambassador became nervous 
and felt that all responsibility would rest 
upon his shoulders if anything happened to 
the little father while in Ital territory. 
After many days and nights of indecision 
and anxiety M. Nelidoff fesolved to go 
straight to the king of Italy and make him 
arbiter.. King Victor had his answer ready 
for the ambassador—a clear and explicit an- 
ewer.

THE FLEET. 

Tomorrow the most powerful battleship 
fleet ever seen in American waters will det 
off on the long cruise to the other Ameri- 
can seacoast. No fleet of equal strengtu 
has ever attempted so long a voyage. 
Russia sent a number of warships from 
the Baltic to the sea of Japan, but they 
were a heterogeneous collection of anti- 
quated and poorly equipped vessels, 

There bas been a difference of opinion 
as to the wisdom of sending sixteen for- 
midable battleships to the Pacific, but 
those who for one reason or another 
would rather have them kept on this side 
of the continent must feel a natural pride 
in a dramatic representation of the na val 
strength of the United States. The fleets 
which Sampson and wey commande 
shrink into insignificamce beside the one 
in Hampton roads, which has come into 
being within a decade. If the United 
States had had such a fleet in 1898 Spain 
would have recognized the inevitable con- 
sequences of war and would have made at 
once every concession demanded relating 
to Cuba in order to avoid a conflict. The 
war with Spain gave naval] construction 
an impetus which would otherwise ha ve 
been lacking. | 

When the American fleet shall have 
reached the Pacific and have been joinci 
by the ships now there, the flag of n> 
other power will be so well represented. 
But it will have taken considerable time 
to bring about that result. If there had 
been a. sudden need of a large number of 
vessels in the Pacific a few months ago 
the ships Admiral Evans is now com- 
manding would have had a long voyage 
to make before they could get into action. 
It will be spring before he reaches his 
destination. 

This simply shows the need of the Pan- 
ama canal so that vessels may be trans- 
ferred quickly from one ocean to the 
other. If the United States had work 


for a fleet in the Pacific now, or were to 


need a large one in the Atlantic next year, 
it would be in a prédicament. Consider- 
ing the steady increase in the dimensions 
of battleships, the government has acted 
wisély in ordering that the locks on the 
Panama canal shall be larger than was at 
first proposed. 

The thoughts of Americans will follow 
the procession of stately ships as it moves 
around South America, though not with ‘so 
much eagerness as the Oregon was foi- 
lowed when hurrying to Santiago bay. 
It is the general belief that Admiral

THE GRACE OF HUMOR. 
Addressing his congregation on the 
general topic of cheerfulness, a New York 


pastor lias taken occasion to say a good 


word for the well disposed persons who 
are actepted as humorists, He went so 
far as to characterize humor as the 


fourth? of» the Christian graces, and he 


5 Feen, addressed his thanks to heaven 
that the humorist is an essential element 


of the community. He spoke of the 
great work that has been done for the 
world by people with rational humorous 
proclivities, and he specifically eommend- 
ed one or two of the guild for their amia- 
ble efforts in re e good nature and 
sunshine. 

All of which will be—or should be 
accepted by intelligent opinion. It is as- 
sumed, of course, that the reverend gen- 
tleman used the. word. humor in its most 
gracious sense, since true humor is not 
devoid of the element of kindly and amia- 
ble feeling .which differentiates it from 
the cruelty of wit and the too frequent 
sting of epigram. He undoubtedly was 
thinking of that large ¢lass of American 
humoerists, generously represented in the 
best journalism of the Jand, whose duty 
and pleasure it is to impart a cheerful 
tone to the day, to make us laugh away 
our cares and annoyances, and to look 
with a little less ‘lugubriousness on the 
troubles that, with a properly optimistic 


spirit, soon are regarded as trifles. . 


One ‘notable English publication re 
cently, eame to hand with not a joke @& a. 
smile provoker in its many crowded col- 
umns. It was instructive, doubtless, it 


‘probably contained the important news 


of the day, but it was chastening in its 
solemnity. The business man who lin- 
gered over his coffee with that journal in 


his hand naturally went to his office with 


his head bowed with the awful responsi- 
bilities of life. The spirit-of the “ fourth 
Christian grace was not within him, 
and if he thanked heaven at all it was 
because he had perhaps escaped the mere 
imitation of humor. It is safe to say 
that his employes fear him less when he 
has refreshed himself w an amiable 
newspaper jest than when he has bathed 


his soul in an address from the throne. 


Happily the reading public agrece with 
the pastor in his wholesouled tribute to 
the dispensers of humor. It is not true 
that the professional humorist is ‘invari- 
ably sad of yisage and lean in flesh. Be- 
cause two ans on the Bremen pier 
were ruby locked all Germans do not 
have red hair. But it matters little what 
the physical characteristics of the humor- 
ist may be, or that. he dedicates his ap- 
pearance to solemnity, if he makes the 
world brighter and happier, if he gives 
optimistic and cheerful spirit. 
and assists digestion with a pleasant view 
of life. Possibly the humorist may not in 
appearance euccessfully personify the 
fourth Christian grace, but the reverend

The 
of her abduction was one apparent- 
ly without motive, but it was none the 
less atrocious, since the three principals 
seem to have been of sufficiently sound 
mind to know what they were doing. The 
man who calls himself Jones is accused 
of having kidnaped several girls before, 
and through the information given by his 
female associate one of these girls may 
be restored to her family after six years 
of degradation. 

The penalty imposed by the statutes 
of Illinois is death Where a child js kid- 
naped for ransom and life imprisonment 
is the extreme penalty where ransom is 
not demanded. In the Wulff case it was 
not. The extreme penalty of the law 
should be demanded by the state in this 
case, and it. would be a peculiar jury 
which could find in the case any reason 
for fixing a milder penalty. ‘The crime Is 
one against which it is so difficult to 
guard that the only safety for children 
lies in giving the kidnaper the severest 
punishment for the first offense. Tlie 
agony which the parents of Charley Ross 
suffered was worse than death, and if the 
abductors could have been discovered 
death would have been a mild punishment. 
At the present day, with the wider dif- 
fusion of newspapers containing both in- 
formation and pictures, and with the link- 
ing together of all communities by the 
telephone, abduction is more difficult to 
carry through successfully, but the case of 
Lillian Wulff shows that the attempt con- 
tinues to be made.

CONDITIONS IN CUBA. 

A special agent of the department of, 
commerce and labor has been investigat- 
ing conditions in Cuba. He reports that 
the provisional government is doing good 
work in the building of roads, the erection 
of new municipal buildings, and the con- 
struction of waterworks and bridges. 
More than $900,000 was spent recently fii 
one month on such improvements by the 
engipeering department. 

These are some of the profitable uses 
which the provisional government is mak- 
ing of the revenues of the island. One 
of the erying needs of Cuba when the 
Palma government was installed was 
good roads. There were many regions 
where the facilities for: travel were little 
better than they were five centuries ago. 
The Cuban government neglected road 
building and sanitation and lavished mil- 
lions On the men who pretended’ they had 
fought valiantly in the insurrectionary 
army, in order to persuade them not to 
get up another insurrection. This vicious 
policy answered its purpose as long as the 
cash held out, and -no longer. 

Cuba is enjoying again what it enjoyed 
during the first period of American ad- 
ministration—a constructive government. 
As a consequence the great sugar and 
tobacco interests are flourishing, and with 
an assurance of continued stable govern- 
ment would expand. Only one-fourteenth 
of the land suited to cane growing is 
under cultivation, and 1 would be no 
inerease in the acreage if the control of 
the island were a prize to be fought for 
by the headstrong leaders of revolution- 
ary factions. 

An American business man who has 
spent much time in Cuba writes to Tue 
Trirpune to say that all of the many 
business men he has met there wish the 
provisional government to continue. It 
could not well be otherwise. Naturally 
the merchants and planters of Cuba pre- 
fer u government which puts down yel- 
low fever and brigandage and builds 
roads, hospitals, and waterworks to such 
a one as the Cuban “ generals” would 
set up if they had an opportunity. 

It is the duty of congress to deny them 
an opportunity.

The trouble is between the reigning prince 
and the parliamentary elements, which he

endowed his country with a constitution. 
Like many other sovereigns in analogous 
instances, he falled to realize that the in- 
auguration of a parliamentary form of gov- 
ernment involved the abandonment .of his 
autocracy to the legislature. He expected 
to be able to continue to reign as d tical- 
ly as theretofore, and naturally the legisla- 
tors objected thereto. As in the case of the 
troubles at Belgrade in the last weeks of the 
reign of the ill-fated King Alexander, the 
opposition to the sovereign found moral sup- 
port and encouragement at the Russian le- 
gation. The enemies of the prince of Monte- 
negro—that is to say, the parliamentary 
leaders—openly make their headquarters at 
the residence of Peter, Maximoff, the minis- 
ter of the czar, and the situation has re- 
solved itself into a movement, not merely in 
favor of the fulfillment of all the terms of 
the constitution, but into an anti-dynastic 
struggle. An overwhelming majority of the 
Montenegrin parliament, and the leading 
people of the principality, are firmly bent.an 
the disappearance of Prince Nicholas, who 
has reduced the country to ruin by his in- 
sane extravagance and by his misuse of 
state funds, and are resolved upon the re- 
moval of the dynasty, the heir apparent be- 
ing even still more hated than his father 
Those who have visited Montenegro and are 
Aware of the passionate, high spirited, re- 
._ vengeful nature of the people will appre- 
cidte the situation when I state, in the words 
of a foreign envoy stationed at Cettinje, that 
the public feeling against Prince Nicholas 
and his heir is mark by downright fe- 
rocity. 
— 

Russia's attitude in the matter is easy to 
understand. Throughout the whole of the 
reign of Prince Nicholas, until three years 
ago—that is to say, for a space of forty-four 
years—Ruasia lavished benefits of every kind 
upon Montenegro, and especially upon the 
latter's reigning house. It supplied all the 
arms and equipment of the army, of which 
the three principal regiments were paid and 
maintained by the czar. The numerous chil- 
dren of the prince were educated at the ex- 
pense of the czar, all the daughters, includ- 
ing the present queen of Italy, being brought 
up at St. Petersburg, under the personal su- 
pervision of the now widowed czarina, who 
furnished them their trousseaux on mar- 
riage, the present czar and His predecessors 
on the throne providing the dowry,, in each in- 
stance, to the tune of $500,000. Moreover, 
as Prince Nicholas, who is an inveterate 
gambler, was constantly in financial difficul- 
ties, he was forever making appeals to the 
purse of the czar, which invariably met with 
& generous response. The consequence was 
that Montenegro was regarded as virtually 
under the protectorate of the czar as a vassal 
subsidized state, and as an outpost of Russia 
in the southeast. of Europe. 

— / 

In. 1904, however, the year of Russia s 

disastrous war with Japan, the appeals for 


money from the prince of Montenegro be-. 


came so numerous and pressing that the 
czar lost patience, and his irritation waa 
still further increased when his envoy at 
Cettinje brought his attention to the fact 
that not only had the money sent for the pay 
of the three regiments above mentioned 
been used by the prince for the settlement 
of his losses at cards; but that the funds sub- 
scribed in Russia for the relief of the starv- 
ing Montenegrins during the period of fam- 
ine in the principality had been misused by 
the prince for similar purposes. Nay, he 
had even gone to the length of selling ship- 
ments of grain that had been sent from 
Odessa for the relief of Montenegrin suffer- 
ing. Matters were brought to a head when 
the Russian envoy at Cettinje quietly sug- 
gested to the prince that-in view of his inti- 
mate relations with the court of St. Peters- 
burg, and of the news which had been re- 
ceived on the previous day of the destruction 
of the Baltic fleet in the battle of Taushima, 
it would be well to postpone a public and mil- 
itary festivity which was to have taken place 
at Cettinje two days later, and in which the 
three regiments maintained by the czar’s 


rivy purse were to take a prominent part. 


nstead of acceding to this request the 
prince lost his temper and loudly proclaimed 
that he was an independent sovereign: that 
his obligations as a neutral rendered it im- 
perative upon him to abstain from showing 
any undue sympathy for one or the other of 
the belligerents, and that it was ridiculous 
to imagine that a Russian defeat could fur- 
nish a cause for the abandonment of a na- 
tional festival in Montenegro. The most 
charitable supposition wag that the prince, 
who is an extremely heavy drinker and a 
martyr to gout, was in his cups at the time 
when he delivered himself of this utterance, 
which was of course immediately commu- 
nicated to St. Petersburg, and resulted in a 
complete break of all personal relations and 
in a suspension of the monetary~gupplies 
from’ imperial Muscovite sources. 
— 


Subsequently the prince of Montenegro, 
finding himself in desperate financial 
straits, turned to his son-in-law, the king of 
Italy, and having completely exhausted the 
latter’s generosity and patience to such an 
extent that his Montenegrin relatives have 
not been seen at Rome for more than a year 
past, he turned to Austria, with offers of 
placing his country In a military sense at the 
disposal of the dual empire and to act for 
her in the same way as he had acted for Rus- 
sia for forty-four yeare—of course in retürn 
for cash. Austria only complied with his 


‘pecuniary demands in a limited manner. 


To make up the deficiency Prince Nicholas 
has been endeavoring to obtain the remain- 
der of the money which he needed by devis- 
ing new taxes. Montenegro is a terribly 
poor country, where the people are already 
burdened with more imposts than they can 
possibly pay. Moreover, like most lawless 
people of southeastern Burope, they enter- 
tain a holy horror for taxes, which they re- 
gard as robbery at their expense by the sov- 
ereign or the state. The parliament which 
the prince called into life declined to sanc- 
tion these taxes, and the prince “pores 
took steps to collect them without the - 
mission of the legislature, this precipitating 
the present conflict. Human life is held 
cheaply in that part of the world. Murder 
i@ the favorite method for the settlement of 
public and private quarrels. Hence the life 
of the prince is in imminent peril. The dan- 
ger to the legations lies therein, that some 
of them, notably that of Austria, are rightly 
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blind discontent, so. 
mighty substratum of wretchedness and of 


‘menace lying under our social order. 


Yet there are few lives, perhaps no worthy’ 
ones, without tasks that often seem monot- 
onous and become matters of dull grinding 
that bring weariness arid longing for relief. 
All worth while work involves much tedi- 
ousness, painstaking exertion. All great 
things stand for so much life poured out, and 
a is never poured out without pain and 
oss. 


The stern Puritan was doubtless wrong. 


when he saw nothing in life but repression 
and harsh duty, but he was nearer right than 
he who looks only for frivolity and amuse- 
ment. Life is too large a business to be 
always light and trivial. Yet we must not 
allow its high purposes to be thwarted by 
robbing ourselves and our fellows of all joy 
and brightness and converting life inte dull, 
mechanical! servitude. 


How may we find that proportion of toſt 


and relief, that happy mixture of duty and 
delight that shall make life not only endura- 
ble but also useful, fruitful, and enjoyable? 
For it is man’s duty to be happy; otherwise 
he can never be useful in any high or valua- 
ble sense. 

It would be easy to try to give comfort by 
the philosophy which sees the fine fruitage 
that is coming from today’s stern discipline. 
That fair fruitage is coming, but the trouble 
is it is too far off to give us much comfort 
now; we want something nearer and more 
easily apprehended. Then, too, the truth is 
no high fruitage will ever issue from a life 
crushed by slavish subjection. 

After all, 
depends not on the demands of outer circum- 
stances, but on the development of the life 
within. The heart determines the worth and 
beauty of Hife. It makes all the difference 
whether the physical determines ite cir- 
cumference Or whether you have an intellect 
that is reaching out to the things unmeasur- 
able and a soul that grows into glory inde- 
acribable. 

You can tle a great soul down hand and 
brain to a loom or a machine and he will still 
see his visions and dream his deep, refresh- 
ing dreams; you can set the brutish being 
down in a gallery of the world's treasures 
of art and beauty and he will think of noth- 
ing and see nothing but bread and beer. 

We must do our dull and heavy tasks, but 
we can do them and not.be crushed by them 
so long as within there are fragrant mem- 
ories, high aspirations, great thoughts; so 
long as the task does not set the boundary 
of the life. And it is the cherishing of these 
eternal riches within that lifts any life and 
makes it worthy of higher tasks. 

We need to seek out the springs of noble 
thoughts, to find in the riches of the world’s 
literature, in music, and in beauty of art the 
food for that inner life in the strength of 
which, drawing often on its secret resources, 
we can go many days through the desert of 


The. wise life uses every opportunity of 
refreshing; it drinks of every spring of the 
upwelling waters of life; it seeks commu- 
nion with every great soul. Holidays and 
rest days are to it times of replenishing 
when the eyes that ache from bending over 
the machine or desk lift themselves to the. 
eternal hills and the heart turns to the 
things that are infinite.

It 1 no secret to thoed who possess any 
acquaintance with conditions at Stockholm 
that Gustav entertained ideas different to 

thosé of the late king about a number of 
beara a that he entirely disapproved of 
his father’s attitude in the controversy that 
culminated in the withdrawal by Norway 
from the union with Sweden; and that If he 
had had his way he would have endeavored 
to crush all Norwegian aspirations in the di- 
rection of independence long before they took 
the form of final separation. 

In one word, the character of King Gustav, 
instead of being preéminently patient. con- 
ciliatory, and ready to proceed to almost any 
length in order to avert 4 conflict, is ex- 
tremely aggressive and unbending. 

Oscar’s entire reign of ‘nearly half a cen- 
tury was devoted to the avoidance of quar- 
rels with foreign nations and to futile en- 
deavors to bring about a friendly understand- 
ing between his Swedish and Norwegian sub- 
jects, and the realization of his failure in 
the latter particular when Norway pro- 
claimed her independence was a blow from 
which he never recovered, which embittered 
the closing years of his life and aggravated 
the illness to which he finally succumbed. 

King Gustav has no such compunctions 
about the necessity of maintaining an atti- 
tude of peace and good will towards all man- 
kind. He is filed with resentment not only 
against Norway but likewise against those 
nations which he s as having fostered 
and encouraged what he is pleased to de- 
clare to be her “ rebellion " against Sweden, 
and is eager that his country recover the im- 
portance and should play once more the role 


| in the concert of Europe which it filled in the 


reign of King Gustavus Adolphus, whose 
name he bears. 
~~ 

Sweden's new king, therefore, commands 
a considerable amount of popular interest, 
and it is astonishing under the circumstances 
that so little space was devoted by the 
press to any portrayal of his personality 
and character at the time of his accession on 
Monday last. 

In appearance and manner he is a striking 
contrast to his father. True, he has the 
same lofty stature. But he lacks Oscar's 
breadth of shoulders and magnificent bear- 
ing; and whereas the late king was one of 
the handsomest men in Europe and every 
inch a menarch in his magnificent physique, 
Gustav, with his sloping shoulders, his re- 
ceding chin, only partly concealed by a 
sparse beard; his everlasting. pince-nez 
perched on a nose that is not aquiline, but 
tiptilted, is not precisely calculated to in- 
spire enthusiasm. 

Furthermore, while his father was most 
genial and democratic in his royalty, and 
possessed, in a marked degree, that pecullar 
charm of manner which the French so graph- 
ically describe as sympatique, King Gus- 


tav is reserved in his demeanor, formal in 


his speech, and conveys the notion of 
haughty arrogance and proneness to irrita- 


tion. It ts said that these defects are, in a 


measure, atoned for by a lofty sense of honor 
and.a particularly kind heart. But it is to 
be feared that the people at large do not take 
these redeeming qualities into account, and, 
being inclined to form their judgment by 
what they see on the surface, fail to accord 


to Gustav the same appreciation that was 


so freely given to his father. 
; — 

Another respect in which King Gustav dif- 
fers from his father is in the absence of all 
those graces of intellect and those accom- 
plishments for which King Oscar was so 
distinguished. 

The late ruler of Sweden shone as a play- 
wright, as @ poet, as a novelist, and as an 
artist. with both brush and chisel. His 
musical talents were altogether remarkable, 
even in a land of song such as Sweden, and 
most of the music now used in the churches 
throughout the kingdom is of kis composi- 
tion. 

Oscar possessed a magnificent voice, and 
in times gone by was wont to entertain a 
small circle of intimate friends at musical 
evenings in the music room of his palacé at 
Stockholm, he himself taking a leading part 
in the singing. 

While Prince Eugene has inherited his 
father’s artistic tastes and has developed 
into a painter of international fame, many 
of whose pictures have been sold in the 
United States, King Gustav has shown no 
special aptitude for literature, art, or science. 
His tastes incline to matters military and to 
statecraft, whictf naturally leads to the be- 
lief that spirited times are ahead for the 
little kingdom of Sweden. 

In matters of foreign policy Gustav V. 
leans altogether in the direction of Germany, 
and has always cultivated a close intimacy 
It may safely be assumed 
that during his reign the relations between 
Sweden and Germany will become still closer 
than before, and that his response to Nor- 
way's action in securing a guaranty of her 
neutrality from Great Britain, France, and 
Russia, which is directed against Sweden, 
will take the form of ‘the conclusion of an 
offensive and defensive alliance with Ger- 
many. 

~o 

No matter whether this alliance be made 
public or not, Gustav makes no attempt to 
conceal his pronounced sympathies for Ger- 
many. He has been one of the most active 
movers in establishing the new ferry service 
between the German coast and the southern- 
most point of his kingdom, and is a frequent 
visitor at Berlin, where, indeed, he has be- 
come persona gratissims. 

Under the circumstances it is fortunate 
that the kaiser and King Edward have suc- 
ceeded in the last few weeks, by means of

Fighters, managers. and prospective spec- 
ta tors are more fortunate today inasmuch - 
as they are not hampered by the authorities 
in matching-fighters in town or leaving it to 
take part and to attend a scrap. The law 
‘has not been modified, but the authorities 
are more ignient than in the olden days. So 
the sports should ‘be thankful for that. 

Boxing evén between the professionals of 
the lighter ‘class is tolerated in small towns 
whete the program is intended merely for the 
entertainment ot the local people. When, 
however, anything pretentious is attempted 
and the promoters have to appeal to the fight 
followers of the big cities to make the enter- 
tainment profitable and.the papers of the big 
cities take the matter up as a matter of 
sporting news-the local people take alarm and 
at oncé take steps to stop the affair. This 
is a simple matter. All that is necessary is 
for somebody to call the attention of some- 
body higher up to the fact the law is about 
to be violated and that settles it. The peo- 
ple who journey out of Chicago, for example, 
to attend a boxing contest in the surround- 
ing towns, generally are well behaved and 
the chances are that if those little contests 
were permitted to go no more scandal would 
result than if they appealed simply to the 
sport lovers in the immediate neighborhood. 

The spirit which “ crabs those neighbor- 
hood milis is the resentment which the citi- 
nen of a small town naturally feel towards 
‘the city folks who try to foist upon them

When a title in any 
division is seeking a holder any two men 
that can weigh in at the weight specifiedina 
division can battle for it and the winner can 
claim it. Of course, those directly interested 
in the sport would pay no attention to a pair 
of mutts fighting for a championship title, 
but Ketchell and Thomas have standing in 
the pugilistic community, and their battle 
involved the middleweight championship to 
the same extent as will that between Hugo 
Kelly and Bill Papke, which takes places at 
Milwaukee on Dec. 30.

SHOULD SEEK NEW PASTURES 


Both Pittsburg and Grand Rapids Are

Since the announcement made last week 


Golf association of the applications re- 
ceived by him for the three national events, 
western golfers have been speculating as to 
the disposition of the western amateur and 
open championships.

Country club of Grand Rapids have been 
mentioned in connection with it, and it looks 
as if these clubs are the probable contend- 
ers for it. 

Pittsburg, with its little nucleus of play- 
ers of the first filght—Byers, Fownes, and 
McBeth—would be sure of getting a high 


is in every way adapted to a championship 
event. The club is a strong organization 
numerically and financially. 

Members of the Kent Country club, while 
playing in Chicago last year, stated it was 
the intention of the club to make a bid for 
the championship, and it is hoped this will 
be forthcoming shortly. Chicagoans who 
have played over the fine rolling course 
there class it as the ideal course of the 
west, and since the Gub handled the west- 
ern open championship in 1904 it does not 
lack experience in tournament matters.

iE Law May Down Tipster s Bunco Ganie. 


BY HUGH E. KEOUGH AKK.) 


When the advertising tipster comes un- 
der the notice of the court the court is 
inclined to regard him as a pernicious 
proposition and look farther. The person 
who goes racing even occasionally does 
not regard the advertising tipster seri- 
ously. The advertising tipster does not 
appeal to him and the tipster does not in- 
tend that he should. The managers of 
the racetracks do not regard him seri- 
ously; he is simply a harmless proposi- 
tion who probably may stimulate trade 
without getting himself into trouble. 

As a close up proposition the judges 
who preside over racing regard the tip- 
ster, whether he advertises or not, as a 
merry jest. Sometimes he is useful to 
the wise dignitary who wishes to keep a 
line on the horses, for he gets up betimes 
and watches the morning gallops and tis 
quite free with his information when such 
information serves a useful purpose. He 
may make capital of his familiarity with 
the judges, but the latter take him for an 
honest fellow, which he generally is.

Peddling tips has come to be regarded 
as legitimate traffic on racetracks, for 
nearly every owner and trainer comes 
under that head at one time or another. 
In ordinary racing usage it is not consid- 
ered pernicious for the person who has a 
tyusty steam gauge and a sharp eye to 


obtained. Whether he advertises or not, 
"he may have something up his sleeve 

which has a commercial value equal to 
those who affect a superior knowledge to 
his own. I mean by this, owners and 
trainers who want to get a line on the 
other man’s horses to offset the line they 
have on their own. 

The professional tipster who trades in 
_this kind of information never realizes 
abundantly on the knowledge he may ac- 
quire. He is perfectly on the square and 
his only hope for reward is that some- 
body directly interested will put down a 
bet for him. On the other hand, the ad- 
vertising tipster is he who does not neces- 
sarily have to know what is going on in 
the morning or the afternoon. His pur- 
pose is to take a broad chance with those 
who do not understand the intricacies,of 
the game and are far removed from the 
scene of action. As a matter of fact, the 
advertising tipster regards a close up 
knowledge of racing as a handicap. If 
he knew what he affects to know he would 
hesitate before spreading ft broadcast. 

There are so many angles to a horse race, 
of a series, the advertising tipster gen- 
erally may be depended upen to get away 
with any kind of a bluff he may put up. 
The most frenzied foklower of horse racing 
is the man who does not know and who 
does not pretend to know. His education 
consists simply of what he reads in the 
advertisements. He is carried away with 
the belief that everything is fixed, and he 
depends upon the person to whom he 
gives his name and address to inform him 
as to how it is fixed. He does not care 
about racing as a spectacie, and, in fact, 
would strongly resent the imputation 
that he was interested in horse racing for 
itself alone. Such a person is the meat 
of the advertising tipster. 

-~—o ‘ 

‘A case bearing on this point came under 
the eye of a federal judge in New Orleans 
a week ago. The judge didn’t know an-, 


thing about horse racing, and evidently 
did net care. The advertisements of cer- 
tain tipsters were offered in evidence be- 
fore him. He gased long and learnedly at 
the extravagant promises of the good 
things that were coming off and actually 
came to the conclusion that if the ad- 
vertisements were honest about it the 
proprietors of the racetracks must be in 
with the play. His words, in effect, were 
as follows: 

Here's a man who says that he knows 
for an absolute certainty that a certain 
horse will win on 4 certain day, and quotes 
the exact odds the bookmakers are going 
to lay against it. He makes no qualifica- 
tion. He goes so far as to say that all 
the chances that militate against the suc- 
cess.of this horse absolutely have been 
eliminated, even as to the opinion of the 
men who may sit in judgment over the 
result. If he does not know all this he is 
a ar. If he does know all this and the 
race results just as he predicts, then there 
must be culpable knowledge on the part 
of the owners of the racetrack. I am not 
willing to believe the latter, as my com- 
mon sense teaches me that such a thing 
could not go on indefinitely and exist. 
But I maintain that ff such things are hot 
possible it la incumbent upon the owners 
of racetracks to discourage such proccd- 
ure or else admit that they are parties to 


* take advantage of the information thus a fraud.“ 


That was the judge’s way of looking 
at it, and you cannot say there is any 
other reasonable one from his position on 
the bench. The racetrack manager knows 
that there is no chance for the advertising 
tipster to make good on such promises as 
those. As long as the advertising tipster 
pays his money at the gate and behaves 
himself Wile he is inside the racetrack 
manager is satisfied. 

— 

A few years ago when the get-rich-quick 
echemers fastened themselves on the rac- 
ing bodies the attention of those who sit 
up aloft was called to the probability that 
a scandal affecting racing as an industry 
was inevitable, but the racetrack man- 
agers decided that the trade of the get- 
rich-quick people was fair, considering 
that they were maintaining about a dozen 
books at $100 per day and let the thing 
drift along until the blow came. 

Now that the law is pressing in on 
racing from all sides, there is an inclina- 
tion on the part of the jockey clubs to 
eliminate the advertising tipster, and aiso 
on the part of the papers which carry this 
line of advertising to carefully censorize 
the offerings of those who have alléged 
good things to sell. It is quite possible 
that the postal authorities will put it up 
strongly to the racetracks to discourage 
this class of advertising under pain of 
having the newspapers which print the 
preliminaries and results of horse racing 
excluded from the mails. The Jockey 
club saw this contingency arising several 
years ago and through ite influence elim- 
inated the advertising ‘tipster, with his 
extravagant promises. The horde seems 
to have swarmed on New Orleans, with 
agencies in New York and other big cities. 

Everything is expected to go down in 
that neighborhood, but this decision of 
the federal judge is calculated to put a 


damper on the pernicious industry even 


if the racetrack proprietors do not choose 
to do it themselves.

In addition to 
this champion Baron Rogers has sired more 
than forty trotters since going abroad that 
have. beateh 2:30, and all, ef them are race 
winners, which means they can go a distance 
as well as show speed. the brood mare 
line Golddust Maid should prove a real prize 
for the foreigners, as she is of the gimpy, 
bold going type which has furnished some 
of the best matrons in the books, and she 
has size and speed in addition, besides being 
young. Her foal by McKerron, if a colt, 
should, if a good invidual, be worthy to head 
any breeding farm. 

Eradley Gets the Fever.

Reviewing the season, Chairman Beecroft 
says: Regarding future economy tests the 
committee recommends a 200 or more mile 
test in which cars would be classified under 
a passenger load classification, and in which 
the winning oar in each class will be the ma- 
chine with the lowest carrying expense per 
passenger mile. In addition to the gasoline 
consumption, it hb recommended that the 
vehicles of each clase run on a strict time 
schedule, as in railroad practice, and that 6 
penalization for failure to make the schedule 
and a penalization for work done on the car 
on a basis of 50 cents per hour or thereabouts 


“The elements entering into the tests would 
be gasoline consumption, maintenance of 
schedule, and freedom from delays of any 
* This would 8 

seven passenger. machines, five 
pasgenger cars, and four, three, and two 
passen vehicles. The committee believes 
the public would take a greater interest’ in 
uch a test and further recommends the 
use ot separate gasoline tanks for such 
events. 

In making recommendations on future 
hill climbs the committee feels that the for- 
mula used can be improved upon by adding 
a wind resistance factor, realizing that with 
fast speeds the wind resistance is a most 
considerate quantity and as such should be- 
come a factor in the determining of a winner. 
The interest in the hill climb could be in- 
creased by making a free for all in each class 
by incorporating in the rules a provision that 
the three cars making the fastest time in the 
formula competition be eligible for a free 
for all in which time would-be the only ele- 
ment and for which a special award would be 
made. It will be exceedingly dangerous to 
conduct a hill climb on Phillips’ hill at Al- 
gonquin without having the turn decidedly 
improved severa! months before the date of 
the hill climb.” : 


June Run Too Easy 


Commenting upon the June reliability run, 
when fifty-five perfect scores were made, 
Chairman Beecroft declares the committee 
sees little value in reliability runs of this 
nature, in that they give slight tangible 
records and are not sufficiently severe for 
the modern motor car. For future eligibility 
tests like the recent 600 mile grind, he sug- 
gests changes as follows: A separate clas- 
sification for three or four passenger roadster 
cart, With a faster schedule; a separate class 
tor industrial entrants, a more accurate sys- 
tem of time checking at controls, and the 
purchasing by the club of standard time 
cincks fcr the work. 

„By way of general recommendations the 
committec would urge the compilation of & 
set of regulations on competition rules which 
would cover officials for all events, entries, 
records, protests, etc. These rules should re- 


-duce the detail rules for any event to a 


minimum, and would prove a valuable guide 
for entrants and club members in the con- 
duct of an event. These rules should be 
printed in book form.”

Hard to Get. His Job Now.

ORTY- THREE .years in a locomotive 

cab without an accident! 
This is the record of Enginéer Philip 
F. O'Neil, who every other morning 
sits at the locomotive throttle of the 
Colorado Special as the train trails out of the 
orthwestern station for the first division 
run ot 188 miles to Clinton, Ia. Perhaps no 
other locomotive engineer in the country has 
a record to beat this of O' Neils. Certainly 
there are few men sitting a quarter as, lohg 


Vin, and so nehow or other at the Jocomotive throttle who: can-have. less 


of -excitement to recall out of their expe- 
rience. 

Since Phil O'’Nell-first entered the North- 
P service as a fireman on one ot the old 
wood burning locomotives, virtually every- 
thing that la summed up in the term mod- 
ern railroading has evolved and developed. 
Time was when loading his engine tender 
with wood at the Kinzie street bridge, the 
old wood burner might stand for an hour on 
the bridge structure without interfering with 
either railroad or river traffic.

Nothing Novel to Veteran. 

As late as 1874, when locomotive engineers 
were asserting and disputing that a locomo- 
‘tive could run a mile a minute, Phil O'Neil 
was one of the first to demonstrate that sixty 
miles an hour was a possibility. Today 
O’Neil’s engine occasionally makes seventy 
„and eighty miles an hour when he has occa- 
sion, to. make up a little time on a Straight 
‘stretch of track:

‘modern locomotive and the luxurious ap- 
pointments of the modern railroad train are 
no. more representative of change than are 
the duties of the engineer under the new con- 
ditions of railroad traffic.

Engineer's Job Hard to Get. 

Forty years ago when the powerful engine 
of the time carried only 140 pounds of steam 
pressure it was expected to do 140 pounds 
of work. Today, carrying 250 pounds pres- 
sure to the.square inch, the modern locomo- 
tive still is scheduled to ite capacity, and 
the engineer who gets the service out of it 
and avoids accidents that are no more men- 
acing than in the old days still has the as- 
surance of his place. But it is not so easy 
nowadays for the engineer to get his seat 
in the cab, with the heavy responsibilities 
that go with the position. 


“It's easier to get a United States post- 


mastership than te get the job of locomotive 


engineer on a modern trunk line,“ is the ex- 


pression of a railroad official who knows. 
“Time was when almost any one could be- 
come a locomotive fireman If he had strong 
arms and a husky back. Today, before bis 
application is considered, his history is 
looked into abeut as carefully as an ordinary 
genealogist. would do it. 
ad * 
Demand Perfect on for Job. 

“ When the applicant's family relations are 
looked up satisfactorily, he must go through 
a physical examination. He must have a 
physical frame to stand the work of firing. 
Mis eyes must stand the hardest tests. His 
hearing must be beyond question. And when 
he passes ali this and when his firing experi- 
ence has qualified him for the post of engi- 
neer, he still may fall in all the prime essen- 
tials as a competent engineer. He may lack 
“nerve, quickness, decision; he may be for- 
getful and uncertain; he may, be the last man 
in the world for the position.“ 

That a man of slow mental process and of 
hesitating judgment, is not the man for the 
locomotive cab. To have his nerve with him 
always and in every emergency to “ be right 


there and all there are the prime necessities 


in his work. The valueof five seconds—of one 
gecond—must be understood and how best to 


use these fractions of a minute when the 


emergency confronts must be absolute. Ata 
speed of sixty miles an hour a locomotive 
moves eighty-eight feet in a second; it runs 
440 feet in five seconds. And many times five 
seconds of warning for the engineer who can 
act on the instant have spared the news de- 
tails of a horrible magn 


Alertness only Makes Luck. 

While the old engineer has long settled 
down to something pakin to fatalism the 
capable man at the same time keeps hie re- 
spons. sility always before him. 

ou may call it luck, if you will, * said one 

old master of the trottle; “ but in a long 
service I’ve found that the clean cut, alert, 
watchful engineer is nearly always lucky.” 

Few men who have. spent lives in travel 
appreciate the position of the engineer in the 
cab of a fast train. His fireman is of no 
assistance on the lockout. The needs of 
the yawning woh hold him at the furnace 
doors. The engineer alone is the eye of the 
train and that 2 8 shall be without 
flaw and that the hand shall be ever ready to 
respond to a first . are indispensible 
‘faculties. > 

On a dark night, or in 8 rain or no 
or fog the engineer of the fast train may . 
not even look at his watch. To do so may 
mean that in the five second necessary he 
may lose himself. At the least this time

seconds have been lost to the engineer's look-

Losing himself in the dark or in thick 
weather is something to try the nerve of 
the engineer of the modern fler.“ Ordi- 
narily the engineer who has had his run for 
an apprectable time knows every, culvert, 
switch point, and curve of his dévisfon. In 
ordinary dark a tree there, a bush here, a 
light in a farmhouse yonder—these™ are suffi- 
elent to tell the engineer where he is. To 


look for. his tree or for his farmhouse and 


not to find them, however, is likely to rat- 
tle the man at the throttle.

Mastn’t Depend on Others. 
Time? said an old engineer, In run- 
ning a fast locomotive time its something 
that never drags with the engineer. The 
trouble with him is that be doesn't have 
time enough! I've seen the occasions when 
I'd give a hundred dollar hill for a minute! 
I recall circumstances in which I'd have 
given a 610 bill for a look at the watch in 
my pocket—and yet didn't dare to look! 
Suppose the engineer, banking upon his 


level head, experience, and knowledge of 
train movements, settles his train rights“ 
strictly according to orders and decides to 
let the other fellow look out for himself. 
He doesn’t know that his orders are correct! 
When. a sleepy telegraph operator has deliv- 
ered his ‘‘filmsy’’ to engineer and conductor 
and these responsible heads of the train have 
read the message to each other, neither can 
say absolutely, that a mistake has not been 
made by the operator or by the train dis- 
patcher himself. The engineer cannot say 
positively that having understood the mes- 
sage thoroughly he may not forget; men have 
forgotten, and in the. most . extraordinary 
crises. 

Above all, this engineer may not attempt 
to say what the men just in front of him or 
just behind him may have done or not done! 
He doesn’t know at what curve in the road or 
out of what dark fog may appear a flagman 
with a lantérn, or the warning tall lights 
of a stalled train! 

Which brings the engineer back always to 
his philosophy of five seconds to spare. He 
may not have them in the extreme emer- 
gency.

Railroads Can t Give Salary.

HE Baron Munchausen of ‘coramercthl 
travelers often remarks that he would 
rather encounter Jesse James, the bold 
train robber, than the ubiquitous porter 
of the sleeping car. When the smiling 

colored gentleman ‘brushes off imaginary 
dust in spfte of our protests, then stands ex- 
pectant with slightly outstretched hand, we 
all of us think the porter has an easy time. 

The $15 a week man splurging in a palace 
car gives the porter a quarter; next day 
when he goes without lunch for lack of that 
quarter he wishes he could trade his little 
job for that of the plutocratic porter. 

The porter, on the other hand, modestly 
disclaims that he spends his millions in idle 
luxury. Whereas we expect to see the porter 
ride down to work in a six cylinder French 
touring car, alight from it with the help of 
his valet, and then stalk to his dressing room 
to divest himself of his frock cpat and silk 
hat in. order to put on his neat and natty 
uniform, the porter himself.declares.that he 


is a hard working; long suffering; ‘and not

Why Should Porter Sleep? 


‘Wg who pile onto the car at the last moment 


- forget that the porter must be on duty before 


the car is backed down: into the station and 
that he must see that the towels, soap, 
brushes, and other implements for the gath- 
ering of tips are in proper working order. 
At the end of the run when we bid a last fare- 
well to the car and to qur hard earned quarter 
the porter’s work is still unfinished. 

Furthermore we are not surprised when at 
11 o’clock we come back from a session in the 
smoking car to find the porter still awake, for 
we will get plenty of sleep, so why won't the 
porter? But whereas we turn in at ll o'clock 
and sleep late in the morning, Mr. Early-to- 
bed-and-early-to-rise turns out at 4:30 witha 
tremendous grow! if the porter is not awake 
to attend to any little desire he may have. 

During the few hours between the going to 
bed ot the late stayer and the arising of the 
early bird the porter has to shine the shoes 
of the various occupants of the car and get 
what sleep he can. But even in that short 
time he cannot sleep undisturbed. One can 
not imagine all the queer reasons people 
have for calling the porter from his few hours 
of sleep, but there“ are enough to preclude 
any chance of a sound sleep. Furthermore, 
the porter is required to be ready to assist 
oncoming passengers at any station the train 
stops at during the night, and he must 
awaken the passengers who wish to alight at 
any of these stations.

,. Has to Handle Grouches. 

We go to sleep, leaving a call with the por- 
ter for 2 o'clock in the morning, and we would 
be highly indignant !f he should be asleep 


at, that time, thus allowing us to run by.our , 


station. Still a man could stand the loss of 
sleep if it were only for one night. 

If the palace car porter is at the head of 
his profession he may have a run on one 
of the fast trains between New York and 
Chicago. The parters deolare that in the 
spring and summer these runs pay well be- 
tause of the tips, but during the winter 
months, when the porter’s cost of living is 
higher, the tips drop off at.an astonishing 
rate. Even on these fast runs the porter is 
supposed to be on duty for elghteen hours ata 
stretch, not including the time he wastes be- 


tore and after the run is finished. Then, of 


co „it the train is late, there are extra 
aa. to work and irritated people to handle. 
If we consider the slower runs between the 
same cities conditions will be found to be 


worse for the porter. In place of being on 


duty eighteen hours the time may be thirty 
hours or more. The tips are much smaller 
and further between and, there are more 
chances of being late. r instance, on a 
rus on one of the second 0 roads between 
New York and Chicago the train was held up 
fourteen hours tn a small town néar Elmira.

During all of that time the porter was 
supposed to be on duty continuously, and he 
had a crowd of angry passengers to deal 
with, many of whom considered the porter 
to be in some way responsible for the delay. 
One of the porters on the same railroad was 
asked about the amount of his tips. He 
replied that taking the run that day as an 


example he had received 60 cents in tips and . 


paid out 85 cents for meals. 

Perhaps the runs most desired by porters 
is. om the limited trains to Southern Califor- 
nia. These trains are on the road several 
days and of course during this time the porter 
works long hours On these runs also the 
trains often are delayed, and a delay on 
the western roads amounts to something; in 
place of being tied up for a few minutes or 
hours they may be stranded for days. 

The reason these runs are go much in favor 
is because of the tips. The passengers can 
see for themselves how much work the porter 
does, and because of the length of the run 
the tips are certain and liberal. But even on 
these favorable runs the total amount of tips 
is only about $14 or $15 for several day“ 
work, and if the train is delayed and the 
porter works longer the tips are no bigger.

Tourists Not Good Tippers. 

The highest paid porters—that is paid by 
the company—are those on the tourist cars 
going west. They are paid more because the 
tips anfount to almost nothing and the class 
of passengers in the tourist cars are particu- 
larly hard to handle. Buteven these men re- 
ceive but $385 a month. The porter is delugea 
with questions at all times. No matter how 
foolish the question and how busy he may 
be with other matters, he must answer po- 
litely if not accurate In fact, politeness 
is required of him at all times. 

Furthermore, the porter performs many 
duties besides his regular routine. He sends 
telegrams, the cost of which often is disputed; 
he Jumps off the train to buy apples or sand- 
wiches or a bottle of booze for the féstively 
inclined traveler, and he digs out of his 
pocket a well worn deck of cards for the men 
who insist on playing the national game. 

Last year when one of the overland trains 
was tied up twenty-four hours on a mountain 
side by a freight wreck ahead the eastern 
travelers, firm in their belief that a porter 
could produce anything calmly waited for 
their dinner, although there was no dining 
car on the train and the nearest town was 
five miles away. When the dinner was not 
forthcoming of course it was the porter’s 
fault.

If you can 
afford a second room, or-even a closet ad- 
joining, simplé, but wholesomé meals can 
be prepared, with the aid of a gas plate 
and a few imexpensive dishes, at less ex- 
pense than the cost of inferior meals at the 
average boarding house.

“TI find invariably that children,“ he said,

their expeditions are of the worst kind. Itis 
a pity, for these poor families need the coal 
‘badly. Some simply must have it or freeze.

Anne L.. Clark 


Is chairman of the civil service reform com- 
peta of the National Federation of Wom- 
s Clubs. Something lke eight years ago 
the attention of the clubwomen of the Unit- 
ed States was drawn to the subject of eivil 
service reform by Miss Perkins of Masse- 
chusetts, When the National Federation of 
Clubs met in Los Angeles in 1902 it authorized 
all of the state federations to form an addi- 
tiona} standing committee for civil service 
reform, and moet of the states complied. 
Some already had strong auxiliaries of wom- 
en who had done yeotnen's service for the m- 
troduction of the merit system. 

These auxiliaries have printed a large 
number of pamphlets on the merit system, its 
advantages, its necessity to the-body politic, 
_itg history as carried out by other nations. 
hese % pamphiets have opened the women's 
eyes and have been a large factor in over- 

coming the indifference and inertia of a 
large body of women to the conduct of public 
affairs. Circulars have been printed and 
gent broadcast throughout the land which 


called attention to the need of civil service 


reform and to the plan of work proposed. 
One of the reforms in view is the introduc- 


tion of moral instruction into the schools and 


colleges, also of public service instruction, 
‘Tn that event a boy or girl could select some 
branch of the public service and begin his 
preparation for that ch during his school 
or college career. K g what he wanted 
it is thought that the student could fit him- 
f for the necessary examination and thus 
wecure for the civil service strong and well 
equipped men and women. 

Another department of the public service 
to which the clubwoaten are giving attention 
is the charitable institutions of the states. 
They are seeking to arouse public sentiment 
to the necessity of putting into these institu- 
tions officers, attendants, and physicians 
trained for the duties required of them, who 
will look after the welfare of the inmates of 
the institutions and not merely serve the 
dominant political 8

There was a time when man could not give much care 
to his children, and when they contracted diseases he 
simply watched them die, for he was ignorant of the 
ways of curing them. The infantile death rate was 
enormous, as it is at present in the savage races. 
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Future Man May Be a Physical Weabling. 

The brain of primitive man increased in size from the 
survival of the most intelligent during this early awful 
struggie with a severe environment, and then civilisa- 
tion gradually arose by reagon of this increased brain. 
Men were able to raise children who formerly per- 
ished. The human race in its civilized branches is 
gradually becoming confined to small families. Feeble 
children now are reared which invariably perished in 
former ages. 

If future man is to be much frailer than the present 
man it will only be a natural process. Present types are 
much different from the powerful brute of prehistory, 
and keep themselves alive by intelligent forethought. 
They are fitter than the stupid man of greater physical 
strength, and are driving him to the wall. The present 
high grade people are able to survive because they have 
the intelligence to avoid death. It is the rule which 
has guided our development since man was created, in- 
creasing intelligence selects the more frail who are not 
burdened with unnecessary bone and muscle. 

The alleged deterioration of the English nation is 
the normal evolution and not the disaster which some 
sociologists are prone to think. The average family 
now is about four, and if they all survive it means 
doubling of population each generation, which in a few 
generations would not leave standing room in the United 
States. In another two or three centuries, if our death 
losses continue to diminish as at present, the birth rate 
naturally will drop to a fraction over two children per

This career, Dr. C. W. Saleeby of Scotland calculates, 
will last about 3,000,000 years. He believes that the 
physical creature who had the frame and appearance 
of man who had just emerged from apehood is a 
million years old.

tions. This may be regarded as the infancy of the race. 


Every babe today goes through the same stage. It 
has the brain, the outward form of a human being, but 
it has no self-coneciousness or reasoning power. 
Moreover, the slow growth of the human child from 
the condition of mere animal life ‘into an intelligent 
being is a point on which Dr. Saleeby bases his caicu- 


lation of the time whet man passed from a mere anl- 


Hav- 
ing arrived at the conclusion that man attained this 
state: 25,000 years ago, he shows how young’ the race is 
by. comparing. 26,000 years with the 225,000 years it 
nad taken to reach this stage. A child who has just 
become fully self-conscious, say at 6 years, Dr..Sdleeby 


from the animal. Physical man may be 1,000,000 years 
old, but psychic man is young. 

The future development of man must be largely ia- 
tellectual, for Prof. Shaler finds it difficult to see how 
his body will change much. Physically man is an 
obdurate form—that is. a form which changes but little 
in long periods of time. Prof. Shaler sees no reason to 
doubt that man may exist for 3,000,000 years longer, or 
even 30,000,000 years longer. We have a good specimen 
of a beetle, a cockroach, that has come down to us 
from the Devonian period, while there are mollusks 
now living which have existed in the same form for 
millions of years. 

Man is only beginning to get control of himself. 
He now is in the field of his own artifices, and that 
condition is to be further developed. He probably will 
live as long as he deserves to. While almost all well 
educated men have some knowledge of the new learning 
concerning man's place in nature, few possess it and 
are not. possessed by it, so that their states of mind 
afford any index of what the result will be when it is 
fully shared by all and is the actual basis of thought 
and action. It is evident that the modern views as to 
the nature and origin of life are, in ever increasing 
measure, to direct the attention of men to what their 
presence in the world means.

Refuse to Wed-Chicago Women. 


NE thous ad brides are ported into Chi- 
cago each year. The number may be 
larger than that, but the steamehip and 
imm gration agents do not think 80. 
Brides are about the only article that may 

Win be imported into this country without the 
. ky payment of a tariff, and that is supposed 

a to be one of the reasons for their popu- 
larity among a certain class of Chicago young men. 

One of the first thoughts of the young men who 
come to Chicago from Europe is to import a bride as 
goon after their own arrival as they can. Only one 
thing delays them, and that is the lack of the necessary 
$50 or $60 required to pay for the shipment. As soon 
as they can earn this amount hundreds of prospective 
husbands make a bee line for the steamship offices, 
where they arrange to have their brides sent over. 

Most of the imported brides go to the stockyards 
and South Chicago districts, although numbers of them 
are distributed in the foreign quarters of the west side. 
In many instances they land in Chicago with a tag 
attached to them, to all appearances like a package 
of freight, and promptly. are turned over to their future 
husbands by the steamship companies. 

* 


* 
Must Have a Husband in Waiting. 

The steamship companies play no small part in this 
matter of imported brides. Before a bride can be 
brought in she must convince the officers and agents of 
the company that she has bona fide intentions of becom- 
ing a bride, otherwise they will not accept her as a 
passenger. This is made necessary by a United States 
law which makes it compulsory for each immigrant to 
state what line of business he or she intends to follow. 
If a young woman were to declare that she intended to 
marry a young man in this country, and then should 
change her mind, she could be deported and the steam- 
ship company would have to bear the expense of carry- 
ing her back to her native land. . s 

For this reason the steamship companies take an 
active interest in the bride importing business. Not 
long ago a rosy cheéked Lithuanian girl was delivered, 
along with several other articles, at the local office of 
the Cunard company. After several hours of impatient 
waiting an agent of the company, who had been sent 
out to the stockyards to find a certain young man, came 
leading him into the steamship office, where there was 

‘an enthusiastic greeting between him and the rosy 
cheeked young woman. When the greetings were over 
the young man, leading his bride to be by the arm, 
‘ started to leave the office. 


+ * 
Marry in the Steamship Office. 

“Here, you! Wait a minute there,” said the steam 
ship agent. “You don’t take that girl ‘out of this office 
until you are married to her. You marry her hgre and 
now, or back she goes.” - 

That was exactly what the young man, in that 
instance, was most anxious to do, and it did not take 
him long to hustle over to Clerk Salmonson’s office for 
a license: When he returned a minister had been se- 
cured by the steamship agent, and the pair promptly 
were joined. They then went on their way, both stag- 
gering undér the bride's consignment of packages and 
trunks, and chattefing like a couple of happy children. 

When the steamship agent was asked why he in- 
Siave@ on having the ceremony performed in his office 
he explained that it got to be.a-habit with a certain 
class of young men to send to the old country for a 
bride, tien, on the young woman's arrival, to refuse 
to marry her. This, he said, made it necessary for the 
company to send her back to the old country, and it 
was to, prevent just such occurrences that he made the 
new rule requiring marriages in the steamship Office 
when the young man in the case is not able to con- 
vince the agent of his intentions.

Groom Sends the Passage Money. 

Miss Mary MeDowell, head of the pniversity settle- 
ment at the stockyards, says that hundreds of. young 
men in that part of the city secure their brides from 
the old country simply by : 5 
paying their expenses 
over. Sometimes, she said, 
there was an understand- 
ing between the couples 
before the prospective 
husband leaves the old 
world. In other instances 
the young mah, after ar- 
riving here and finding a- 
job that pays a good wage, 
simply writes home to 
#ome girl of his acquain- 
tance, asking her if she 
would like to marry him, 
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said Mies McDowell. “His name is Lovinski. He came 
here about two years ago and at once secured work in 
the yards. At first he was paid but 31 a day, and as 
that was hardly enough to buy his food, to say nothing 
of clothes: and lodging, he had quite .a time getting 
enough saved to buy the steamship ticket. 
_ — 
Starves ‘Himself. io Cet Money. 

“His main difficulty lay in the short work days 
he was forced to work. ‘The packing companies pay by 
the hour, and at $1 a day he did not have much coming 
when there happened to be a week in which he was a 
few hours short of full time. But he never gave up, 
and that he did not work and worry himself sick was a 
mystery to all of. us. Sometimes we simply had to beg 
him to eat enough to keep him alive. He finally got the 
purchase mioney for a ticket saved and it was a happy 
day for him and the rest of us when his sweethcar& 
who now is his wife, arrived in Chicago. The couple 
still live on Forty-seventh street, and I understand they 
are thinking of buying a home of their ae ea

Trouble in Importing Bride. 

The importing of a bride is connected with trials 
and troubles for both bridegroom and bride which are 
often highly, romantic. Perhaps the most striking ex- 
ample of such trials to which bride’ and bridegroom 
were subjected is the case of John Movric, a Croatian, 
employed ‘in q clothing store at 600 Blue Island avenue. 
Before leaving for America two years ago Movric had 
an understanding with a girl that she should come ‘here 
as soon as he had saved enough to pay®for her passage. 

Three months ago he sent for her. It developed, 
however, that in the two years which Movric was in 
America another young man fell in love with his girl 
and determined not to let her go to America. When 
the ticket arrived in the little Croatian village about 
nine weeks ago the girl immediately began to prepare 
for the journey. She started two weeks later in com- 
pany with a brother of her fiancé. As she was board- 
ing the steamer, however, she was handed a telegram 
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provided he should send her passage money to America. 
In other instances the man writes to one of his male 
friends at home asking him to find a wife for him 
and giving assurances that a ticket will be.sent for her 
transportation in the event she accepts his proposal. 

A good many complications are caused by this prac- 
tice. Last ‘winter a young Pole named George Dakus, 
who is employed in the beef killing department at 
Swift's, and who is well known at the university settle- 
ment, sent a ticket to a girl of his acquaintance in the 
old country with a request that she come to Chicago 
to marry him. In due time the girl arrived only to 
find that Dakus had proven fickle and that he was pay- 
ing marked attention to another girl. 

The first girl, who escaped deportation by telling 
the customs Officials that she came into this country to 
visit friends, accepted the situation with the best grace 
she could. She secured a position in the same packing 
Louse where her faithless sweetheart worked and in 
course of time became a belle in the Polish district 
back of the yards, 


* * 
Rivals Fight with Fists. 

After several months Dakus changed his mind again 
and decided that he would marry her after all. By 
that time, however, another young man had formed the 
acquaintance of the girl and was trying to win her con- 
sent to be his wife. This made Dakus furious with 
jealousy, and the women of the settlement say that 
several fist fights were reported between the rivals 
before the girl’s first lover was able to convince her 
that she belonged to him by reason of the expense he 
had incurred by bringing her over from the old country. 

Miss McDowell says that some of the young men 
who come from the old country to work in the stock- 
yards begin to save as soon as they get work that they 
may pay the steamship passage of their sweetheart to 
America. | 

“I. remember’ one young man especially who almost 
starved himselt that ne might put every possibie penny 
into the fund that pas to buy his sweetheart’s ticket,” 
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to return home, as word had been received that her 
fiancé died in Chicago. The girl understood that this 
waz a plot to prevent her going to her lover and dis- 
regarded the telegram in spite of the fact that it pur- 
ported to come from her mother. 


x * 
Uncle Sam's Hand Halts Bride-Elect. 

At Naples, Italy, where the ship stopped to take on 
more passengers, she was again handed a telegram 
urging her to return, as she had no one to go to. 
Again she disregarded the telegram. A day or two 
later, when the ship stopped at Gibraltar, a third tele- 
gram, more commanding yet, urged the ‘girl to abandon 
her trip immediately. Still she proceeded on her way, 
guessing the source of thege telegrams—the young man 
who sought to wrest her from her lover’s hands. 

When she came to Bilis island the authorities re- 
fused to let her land because the telegrams showed 
that she had no one to,come to. Her explanation that 
this was the work of a rival only mystified the author. 
ities still more. Finally the girl became puzzled and 
almost began to believe that there was something 
wrong with her lover. But she begged the authorities 
to let her go and at least see his grave if he really was 
dead. A compromise was reached by which Movric’s 
younger brother, who was with her, was allowed to go 
to Chicago and see whether his bréther was dead or 
alive. He came here and found his brother in the best 
of spirits and anxiously awaiting his bride’s coming. 

When told what happened to his bride on the way 
John Movric immediately took the train for New York, 
and after he had convinced the immigration authorities 
of his identity he married the girl, and they immedi- 
ately started for Chicago, where they now reside. 

Mr. Movric, far from hdving in will against the 
young man who sought to rob him of his bride, pities 
him, for, he says, he can readily see how unfortunate 
a young man must be to lose “such a treasure of a 
girl,” as he calls his wife.

Leave Importation to Steamship Company. 

F. C. Whiting, Chicago agent for the Cunard Steam- 
ship company, says the ships of his line bring an aver 
age of 200 or 800 brides into Chicago every year. In 
his position as agent of the steamship company Mr. 
Whiting has an opportunity to know something about 
the number of brides that are imported from the old 
country, for the reason that nearly ali of the young 
men who send home for wives buy their tickets here 


end then leave everything to the care of the steamship 
company. } 

“They come in here every day to buy tickets for 
their sweethearts,” said Mr. Whiting. We easily 
could tell them by their anxiety if they did not confess, 
which they do. They always insist on telling us whata 
beautiful girl she is and about the flat they are going to 
live in after she gets here, and in fact everything about 
her. These young men knovv little about. the ways of 
the country, so they simply buy their ticket and then 
leave details to our agents. These agents see that 
everything is arranged at both ends of the ocean voyage, 
and in some instances we never let go of them until they 
are safely married and settled down to housekeeping. 
It’s a sort of an advertisement to us to see that every- 
thing is made eagy for them. They are almost sure to 
tell their friends at home about any little extra atten- 
tion we give them, and for that reason we take a deeper 
interest in them than one would think necessary.“

South Chicago a Distributing Point. 
South Chicago is a big distributing point for im- 


ported brides. The thousands of workmen in the steel 


mills in that part of the city are foreigners for the most 
part and the young men send to the old country for 
their brides as quickly as they can after gaining a foot- 
hold for themselves in this country. 

Andrew Novecek, ticket agent for the Dominion line 
steamers at the office on Commercial avenue and Ninety- 
second street, says he sells a ticket almost every day to 
some young fellow in the steel mills who wants to 
share his lot in Chicago with a bride from the old 
country. 

“ Why, it hasn't been long since I sent back a ticket 
on my own account,” said Mr. Novecek, laughing. 1 
came over here with an understanding with a girl back 
home that I was to return for her and then, finding 
so much to do and time so scarce, I simply gave up my 
plan of going back myself and got around it by sending 
transportation.

Mr. Novecek. sald the various steamship companies 
look upon the revenues derived from carrying brides to 
this country as no small item in their profits.

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year ago, but this was due largely to the 
fact that the bulk of the business originated 
and practically was completed prior to the 
beginning, of the trouble. For thé last two 
or three weeks, however, the effect of the 
depression has been seen in a growing de- 
crease in the number of instruments recorded 
as compared with a year ago, although last 
week's showing was better than that of the 
previous week. 

This decrease was inevitable, however, in 
view of the violent contraction of genera) 
business, and the only wonder is that the 
real estate business, which requires much 
‘larger sums of money for Single transactions 
than almost any other class of business, has 
beld up as well as it has in the face of the 
general inability to secure money in work 
sums. 

Despite this handicap ‘and with a steadily 
lessening volume of recorded instruments, 
there has been a steady run of transactions 
which in point of interest and importance 
compare most favorably with those of many 
preceding weeks which had no financial trou- 
bles to handicap them. It simply goes to 
show how really strong the market is and 
lends strength to the predictions of brokers 
generaliy that out of all this trouble real 
estate is going to come im for greater con- 
sideration at the hands of cautious investors 
than it has for many years. 


Object Leeson for Investor 


One incident which serves to emphasize this 
point concerns a man who for years has been 
a large investor in stocks and who until about 
a year and a half ago persistently refused to 
put any of his money into realestate. About 
this time, however, he purchased a valuable 
piece of land and improved it with a high 
class building, and the investment fs said to 
now be netting him about 12 percent. His 
objection to real estate, he said, was its lack 
of quick convertibility, which made it unde- 
sirable as an investment as compared with 
stocks. 

During the recent trouble and during the 
gradual slump in stocks that Preceded it, the 
value of this man’s stock investments are 
said to have shrunk by $60,000 or $75,000, 
while the value of his real estate investment 
has not shrunk one penny. As the result of 
the eloquent object lesson afforded by this, it_ 
is said that the fact has been borne in on him 
that there is something besides a quick asset 
to be taken into consideration by the investor 
He now says that real estate ig good enough 
for him and is planning to extend his invest- 
ments largely in this field. It is reasonable 
to assume that he is only one of many wha 
have been weaned from the glameyrof quick 
and asset investments and attracted to the 
slow but stable asset of carefully selected 
real estate investments. 


Safest for Small Investors. 

In addition to the large investors who un- 
doubtedly will turn from stocks to real es- 
tate, where conditions are as favorable as 
they are in Chicago, it is already apparent 
that a multitude of small Investors is going 
to put money into real estate and real estate 
se@urities in the near future. A recent num- 
ber of the Real Estate News has this to say 
on this subject: 

Whatever may be the outcome in the 
financial world, the experience of the last 
month has settled for the small investor the 
question of how he shall place his money for 
a long time tocome. Stocks and bonds may 
be good for people who, having large sums 
to invest, can afford to undertake the task 
of investigating them, but the inexperienced 
man with from $1,000 to $10,000 will want a 
recurity which he can see and understand, 
and also one which he can control. He will 
either purchase real estate or put his money 
in farm loans or in loans on improved city 
property. 

“The sooner intricate investments in the 
world of high finance are left to financial 
experts, while busy men and women whose 
savings amount to a few thousand dollars 
confine themselves to simple * investments 
which they can understand and control, the 
better it will be for all concerned. City real 
estate and farm lands may rise or fall in 
value in sympathy with stocks and bonds, 
but the fluctuation can never entail upon an 
ordinarily cautious investor the loss of more 
than a small part of his investment. City 
real estate and farm lands furnish the safest 
form of investment for purchasers and for 
lenders upon mortgage security. It is the 
experience of mortgage brokers that invest- 
ors of the class to whom this advice is ad- 
dressed prefer mortgages on property in lo- 
callties with which they are acquainted. 
The fall in the value of stocks will doubt- 
less check the speculative propensities of the 
American people, and many who have saved 
a little from the wreck will see the advan- 
tage of owning real estate which they can 
control.“

The National City bank, which 
acquired the property several years ago, at 
once began the work of demolishing the in- 
terior, leaving the outer walls intact.

About an hour 
later Mr. Keely's telephone bell rang and 
the voice of Drescher came over the wire: 

Those are not regular bond books, Mr, 
Keely. They are bombs.“ 

How many are there?” inquifed Keely, 
still mistaking bombs for bonds. 

O, about a wagon load,” answered 
Drescher. 

“Well, get a truck and bring the stuff 
down.“ ordered Keely. 

“Truck! Why, it would blow the whole 
town up,“ came the frightened reply. 


Explanation from Old Timer. 

At last the truth dawned, and Mr. Drescher 
was recalled in haste. Mr. Drescher said 
that the keg of powder bore the date 1863." 
Deputy Collector Couch, the oldest man in 
the service, furnished an explanation. 

He said that in the time of the draft riots: 
in 1863 all the employés of the custom house 
were armed with powder, and hand grenades 
were stored in the building against any pos- 
sible attack. They were forgotten aften the 
riots and had not been disturbed since.
